On Monday of this 
week his mother, Mrs. Mitchell, 
received a telegram stating that 
her son had died on the 16th 
while at a casualty clearing sta¬ 
tion.

Pte. Mitchell joined up with 
the colours on July 2nd, 1916, 
enlisting in the 175th, Calgary. 
He went overseas in October of 
the same year and was shortly 
afterwards drafted over to 
France, where he went through 
many of the engagements in 
which Canadian troops have 
made themselves famous. On 
May 4th he was wounded in the 
leg in the.Vjiny Ridge fight and

study of Consolidated schools in 
every state of the Union having 
such schools, says in his report 
to the United States government 
that Consolidation is as success¬ 
ful in Maine as in Florida. It is 
found to be as efficient in Cali¬ 
fornia as in New York and that 
wherever it is gi ven ‘a fair tfial 
it receives the support- and com¬ 
mendation of 95 per cent of the 
people. » 


‘^Consolidation” is that new 
wofd in Educationon policy. 
It .means the centiMttpn of 
work, struggling ana^JPensive 
runal schools into an efficient 
unilt. Such centralization elimi¬ 
nates that inefficiency and hap 
hazardness inseparable from 
small rural schopls in country 
districts and provides education 
for boys and girls in rural com 
munities on a par, with the edu¬ 
cation received by boys and girls 
in towns. 

We have a record of the first 
consolidated forty-seven years 
ogo on the American Continent. 
This school was established iff 
the state of Massachusetts and 
is today operated with as much 
success as it had in the beginn¬ 
ing. It is interesting to read 
the statement made in 1893 by 
the state Superintendent of 
schools, Mass. He says “for 18 
years we have had the best at¬ 
tendance from the tfanported 
childrep. The children like the 


school work and manual train¬ 
ing. On the district’s assessed 
valuation of something over a 
million dollars a tax rate of 8 
mills on the dollar was leved. 

I The educational advantages 
I of consolidation are many. Con¬ 
solidation, for instance, means 

(I) Better attendance. Dr. 
lames Collins Miller, at present 
Director of Technical Education 
for the Province of Alberta in 
his “Rural School in Canada” 
page 144. demonstrates the 
effect upon attendance when 
centralization is secured. Dr. 
Miller shows in relation to cer¬ 
tain Consolidated Schools in 
Manitoba (a) Percentage of at¬ 
tendance for groups before Con¬ 
solidation; (b)* Percentage of at¬ 
tendance for groups under 
Consolidation: (c) Percentage 
of attendance of those conveyed 
as follows:— 

(a) 49, 50, 49. 40, 51, 47. 46. 44,56. 

(b) 56, 53, 73, 75, 65, 75,61, 56, 88. 

(c) 84, 69, 84, 70, 68, 85. 58. 93,84. 
Dr. Miller remarks. “Could a 
clearer demonstration of the re» 
markable effect upon attendance 
be desired.” 

(II) Classification of pupils. 
In the ungraded schools it is 
impossible to properly classify 
pupils. In the ideal school 
children are grouped in classes, 
each class containing as nearly 
as possible children of the same 
degree of advancement to form 
classes large enough for the in 
spiration coqiing from class 
work and the friendly rivalry 
between pupils. Under con¬ 
solidated there is the opportun¬ 
ity for proper classification, 
making larger classes and pro¬ 
viding the necessary enthusiasm 
in class work. 

(III) More time is given for re¬ 
citation in consolidated schools 
It is not in this Province to find 
rural schools where one teacher 
is struggling with between 3( 
and 40 children di"ided into 
eight grades. It is physically 
impossible for the teacher under 
such conditions to give each

schools in the United States 
and some 67,000 children are 
transported to central schools 
daily in vans or wagons. In 
Canada there are three consoli¬ 
dated schools in Prince Edward 
Island, 15 in Nova Scotia, four 
in New Brunswick, Manitoba 
had two in i906 and in 1913, 40;

In 1915 the cost per child per 
day in the Edmonton City 
Schools, based on average at¬ 
tendance, was some 51 per day, 
and in Calgary 42 per day.

It means that the 
child is under the tuition of 
special instructors for in these 
city schools the teachers, from 
the kindergarten work to high 
school grades, are chosen for 
their adaptability and special 
experience in the particular 
work which they perform.

Licenses may be suspended or 
revoked in case of violation of 
any of the food controller’s 
regulations. The food controller 
is empowered to make rules 
with respect to sale, distribution 
and transportation of flour mill 
product. He is also given au¬ 
thority to appoint a committee 
of millers to be known as the 
millers’ committee of the food 
controller’s office, together with 
an officer to supervise the flour 
mills which shall be licensed and 
to represent the food controller 
in carrying out the arrangement 
with the milling industry. 

The order-in-council with 
these provisions confirms the 
arrangement made some time 
ago by the food controller with 
representatives of the milling 
trade.
